Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
01/07/04 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant filed an amendment and an IDS with the RCE on 01/07/04. In the 
amendment, claim 17 was added and the priority of the application was amended in the 
specification. Currently claims 1 , 6, 8-1 1 & 17 are currently pending.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1, 6, 8-1 1 & 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Chin (5,980,503). Chin discloses an outer cannula (30) having a pre-formed curve 
(1 5), an inner cannula (1 1 ) that is slidable within the outer cannula, the inner cannula 
will be inherently directed by the curved portion past the curve and out of the outer tube 
beyond the distal end of the outer cannula. Each cannula defining a lumen thereby 
providing a plurality of fluid flow paths for blood, and having a port (19) defined between 
each lumen. As the pictures show, the curved portion of the outer cannula has the 
same angle of the inner tube, and therefore, the limitations of claims 9-1 1 have been 
met. The limitation of claim 6 that the proximal ends are "adapted" and configured to be 
coupled to a pump is not a positive limitation but only requires the ability to so perform. 
It does not constitute a limitation in any patentable sense. In re Hutchinson, 69 USPQ 
138. However, the device of Chin is capable to be arranged to assist the delivery of 
blood to and from the pump and therefore is seen to be configured to be coupled to a 
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pump. With respect to the limitations of claim 6 requiring the outer and inner cannulae 
to be extending outside an incision, these limitations are seen to be an intended use 
recitation for the device and have not been given patentable weight.
